Gift From Venezuela. 
Now York, April 19. -Mrs. Sally 
James Fa rah ain’s design for the 
heroic equestrian bronze statue of 
Simon Bolivar, a gift to the City 
of New York by the government of 
Venezuela, was chosen front a long 
list entered in competition by some 
of the world’s most famous sculp­ 
tors several years ago. 
It was to 
have been unveiled in 1915 but was 
postponed owing to the war. 
The statue taken the place of a 
former figure of “the George Wash­ 
ington of South America,” erected 
in 1885 as a gift from Venezuela 
and later removed to make way 
for a better likeness. 
Together 
with Hie designs 
of 
two 
other 
artists, chosen by the American 
Art Commission, all three were sent 
to Caracas, where Mrs. Farnham’s 
was selected as the final choice 
by a commission appointed by the 
Venezuelan government. 
It stands 15 feet high above a 16- 
foot pedestal, and depicts the “lib­ 
erator.” who wrested from Spain 
the independence of five countries 
—Venezuela, Colombia, 
Ecuador, 
Peru and Bolivia—sitting erect on 
a spirited horse. 
The 
animal's 
neck is curved by the reins holding 
him in check, his main flying in 
the wind and the left front foot 
projecting in the act of charging. 
Bolivar, whose likeness was fash­ 
ioned by the sculptress from an old 
photograph, is dressed in full uni­ 
form and looks forward into the 
distance as if enchanted 
by 
a 
vision. 


WHY THE PRESIDENT WENT TO 
PARIS. 


Perhaps the most interesting part 


of Mr. Lansing's hook is that in which 
he tells in detail of his attempt to dis­ 
suade President Wilson from going to 
Paris to attend the Peace Conference 
in person. 
Concerning the wisdom of 
the president’s course at 
that time 
1herp was very grave doubt among his 
staunchest 
friends 
and 
supporters. 
Mr. Lansing was very confident that 
it was a capital 
mistake 
for him to 
leave this country. After telling of va­ 
rious interviews Which he had with 
the president in relation to the Peace 
Conference, and 
of the 
arguments 
which he advanced against the presi­ 
dent’s going, he says: 
“ On the evening 
of 
Monday*, No­ 
vember 18, the president came to my 
residence and told me that he had fin­ 
ally decided to go to the Peace Confer­ 
ence and that he had given out to the 
press an announcement to that effect. 
In view of the publicity given to his 
decision it would have been futile to 
have attempted to dissuade him from 
his purpose. 
He 
knew’ 
my opinion 
and that it was contrary to his. 
“ Alter the 
president 
departed I 
made a note of the interview’, in which 
among other things I wrote: 
“ ‘I am convinced that he is making 
one of the greatest mistakes of his ca­ 
reer and will imperil his reputation. 
I may he in error and hope that I am, 
but I prophesy trouble in Paris and 
worse than trouble here. I believe the 
president's place is here in America.’ 
“ Whether the decision of Mr. Wil­ 
son was wise and whether my prophe­ 
cy was unfulfilled I leave to the judg­ 
ment ot others. 
His visit to Europe 
and its consequences are facts of his­ 
tory. It should be understood that the 
incident is not referred to here to jus­ 
tify my views or to prove that the pres­ 
ident was wrong in what he did. The 
reference is made 
solely 
because it 
shows that the the very outset there 
was a decided divergence of judgment 
between us in regard to the peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
“ While this difference of opinion 
apparently in no way affected our cor­ 
dial relations, I cannot but feel, in .re­ 
viewing this period of our intercourse, 
that my open opposition to his attend­ 
ing the conference was considered by 
the president 
to be an 
unwarranted 
meddling with his 
personal 
affairs 
anil was none of my business. It w*as, 
I believe, the beginning of his loss of 
confidence in my judgment and ad­ 
vice, which became increasingly mark­ 
ed during the Paris negotiations. 
At 
the time, however, I did 
not 
realize 
that my honest opinion affected the 
president in the way which I now be­ 
hove that it did. 
It had always been 
my practice as secretary of state to 
speak to him with candor and to dis­ 
agree with him whenever I thought he 
was reaching a wrong decision in re­ 
gard to any matter pertaining to for­ 
eign affairs. There was a general be­ 
lief that Mr. Wilson 
was 
not open­ 
minded and that he was quick to re­ 
sent any 
opposition 
however 
well 
founded. 
I had not found him so dur­ 
ing the years we had been associated. 
Except in a few instances he listened 
with consideration to arguments and 
apparently endeavored to value them 
correctly. 
If, however, the matter re­ 
lated even 
remotely 
to his personal 
conduct he seemed unwilling to de­ 
bate the question. 
My conclusion is 
that he considered 
his 
going to the 
Peace Conference was his affair sole­ 
ly and that he viewed my objections 
as a direct criticism of him personally 
for thinking of going. 
He may, too. 
have felt that

opposition aro<e

PLAN 


It is always seasonable to consider 
good roads. 
Here is a theme as sta­ 
ple for conversation as the weather. 
It happens that these two things are 
related. 
With the right sort of wea­ 
ther, roads are tolerable; with the 
other sort, roads are unspeakable. But 
those who have need of the roads do 
not want to use the roads only when 
the weather is suited; they want to 
use the roads in spite of the weather.

of civilization. The advent of the gas­ 
oline motor has made roads an abso­ 
lute necessity.

importance of the task is tremendous 
and the danger of grave mistakes is 
great. 
Already sin inter efforts are being 
made to convert the great project into 
a “ pork barrel” scheme for each coun­ 
ty, rather than to construct a state­ 
wide system of hard 
surfaced 
high­ 
ways serving every section of the com­ 
mon w’ealth. 
Warned of these efforts it may be 
expected that the legislators will not 
be beguiled by the arguments of those 
behind the movement and led into tak­ 
ing action that would nullify the whole 
plan upon which the

thorized to be spent is based.

BODIES TO AMERICA 
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Paris, April 
18.—Twenty thous­ 
and bodies of 
American 
soldiers 
who fell in France have either been 
shipped to the United States 
or 
are now* in process 
of 
being re­ 
turned for burial in 
their 
native 
I country.

With 102 officers of the Ameri- 
! can army and a personnel of more 
than 2,000 men working night and 
day in many sections 
of 
France. 
the graves registration service of 
the American army has reached a 
point, where it is possible to for­ 
ward 4.000 bodies 
a 
month. 
The 
work of sending back 
the 
52.311 
bodies designated for interment ir. 
America will be completed by the 
end of next October, 
ifN present 
plans are fulfilled. 
The bodies of 
the 
Americans 
have been taken from every ceme­ 
tery in the south of France. 
The 
greater part of the effort 
is 
now 
being concentrated in the zone 
of 
the armies—the Argonne, etc. Sev­ 
enty-seven bodies of American sol­ 
diers who died in Italy will be re­ 
moved to the United 
States 
next 
month. 
The graves registration 
service 
now is working in Berlin on arran­ 
gements for shipping the bodies of 
130 American soldiers who are bur­ 
ied in yarious parts of unoccupied 
Germany. This latter work was ren­ 
dered very difficult because the lo­ 
cation of many of the graves was 
unknown. 
An expert has been go­ 
ing over the German burial records 
in Berlin for several 
weeks 
and 
virtually all the graves have

Says a special dispatch from Wash­ 
ington to the New York Times: 
“President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes, in the formulation of their 
foreign policy, have reached the def­ 
inite decision to adhere to the princi­ 
ple of giving full 
protection 
to all 
American rights, interests and equi­ 
ties accruing to the United States as a 
result of the common victory of the 
principal allied and associated powers 
over the central powers.” 
“In its survey of the situation, in­ 
volving such 
problems 
as those of 
mandates, the allocation of the form- 
er\German cables, and the status of 
the Island of Yap, the Harding admin­ 
istration has -reached the conclusion 
that American rights are still intact. 
It holds that they have been in nowise 
surrendered by the United States, that 
no one has had any authority to sur­ 
render them in the absence of treaty 
action by the government, and that 
they will not be surrendered under the 
new administration.” 
In other words, the Harding admin­ 
istration is going to treat these prob­ 
lems exactly as the Wilson adminis­ 
tration has been treating them. 
It is 
going to do just what the Wilson ad­ 
ministration has done and will simply 
continue the Wilson policy. “The basic 
elements of the policy of the Wilson 
administration towards those partic­ 
ular questions,” says the Times dis­ 
patch, “as set forth in the Colby and 
Davis notes, will be 
maintained and 
defended by Secretary Hughes, with 
full indorsement and approval of Pres­ 
ident Harding, and will also have the 
full backing of the senate committee 
on foreign relations, which has been 
taken into the confidence of the state 
department on the mandate and com­ 
munications questions.” 
The Times correspondent adds that 
in a way the decision of the new ad­ 
ministration is a high tribute to the 
services rendered 
by 
Messrs, Colby 
and Davis, as well as to the fairness 
and good sense of Secretary Hughes, 
That is true, of course, but, after all, 
what is there for Secretary Hughes 
and Mr. Harding to do except to fol­ 
low the course already shaped by the 
Wilson administration? 
That course 
happens to be the right course, the in­ 
telligent course; and now that the re­ 
publicans are in power and are cloth­ 
ed with the responsibility of running 
the country, they can no longer refuse 
to do the things that common sense de­ 
mands simply because Mr. Wilson fa­ 
vored doing those things. 
All the nonsense 
that was spoken 
during the campaign about reversing 
entirely the Wilson policies was mere 
buncumbe designed to tickle the ears 
of the groundlings. 
No Wilson policy 
has yet been reversed and some high­ 
ly important ones have been confirm­ 
ed definitely.

The real solution of the whole 
problem, it tells us, is to reach an in­ 
ternational agreement 
which would

The object of the covenant of the 
League of Nations was to extend to 
the whole world the principles of the 
Monroe Doctrine and that would have 
been the effect of the adoption of the 
covenant by the United States. What 
the Chicago Tribune wants done now 
is exactly the thing 
that 
President 
Wilson proposed; but when it is done, 
the result must 
be 
christened “the 
Harding Doctrine” so that Mr. Wilson 
can get no credit for it.
